These totals, however, now are given 
to the- public, simultaneously in this 
country and in Great Britain. 
Admiralty Memorandum 


The admiralty memorandum says: 
"Hitherto the board of 
admiralty 


have been averse from any publication 
other than contained in the weekly re- 
turn losses, although it has frequently 
been pressed upon them that the whole 
tonnage facts should 'be made public. 
So long' as such publication would en- 
courage the enemy and would stimu- 
late his energies in a dangerous di- 
rection, they have not been able to 
concur in the proposal. 


"The figures today will not stimulate 


the enemy and the admiralty recog- 
nize that the policy of silence, neces- 
sary as they believe It to have been 
from a naval point of view, has had 
this serious defect, that it fails suf- 
ficiently to impress upon the people of 
this country the vital necessity of in- 
dividual and united effort on their part 
to make good the losses caused by 
enemy submarines. 


"It would not be correct to assume 


.hat the losses by submarine will con- 
tinue to decrease or that the production 
of merchant vessels will continue to 
ncrease at the same rate of progress 
as is shown in the last few quarters, 
although a rapid and continuous in- 
crease in the output of merchant ton- 
nage will Inevitably follow the united 
efforts of all engaged in merchant ship- 
building- in this country, 


"On the subject of losses the admir- 


alty disclaims any desire to prophesy 
about so uncertain a thing- as war in 
ts submarine phase. 
The results of 


he past year have shown the ability 
f our seamen to get up terms with 
he submarine menace and gradually 
o gain the upper hand. 
This result 


las been achieved In spite of an 1m- 
torfect knowledge of a new and 'bar-, 
arous method of warfare and of a 
carcity of suitable material. 
Our ma- 


erial resources for this warfare are 
Iready improved and are being' rapidly 
ugTnented, whilst science la placing 
t our disposal means of offense and 
efenss of which we have-been in need. 
"With regard to the production of 
erchant tonnage, any estimate for the 
uture must depend wholly on the de- 
ermlnation of employers and men

shipyards and on ourselves. Our part- 
ners in the war are making every ef- 
fort to increase their production of 
ships, but a considerable time must 
elapse 
before the desired output 
is 


secured. 
'To produce in the 
United

an ultimate production at the rate of 
three million per annum is well with- 
in the present and prospective capac- 
ity of our shipyards and marine en- 
gineering shops but the ranks of the 
skilled men must be enlarg-ed without 
delay by the introduction of men and 
women at present unskilled. 


"The 
board of admiralty wish to 


make it perfectly clear that these re- 
sults cannot be obtained unless maxi- 
mum output is continuously given in 
every shipyard and marine engine shop 
by everyone concerned. 
If employers 


hesitate to play their part, if men any- 
where 'down tools' go slow for any 
reason, they will do so in full knowl- 
edge of the grievous extent to which 
they are prejudicing the vital inter- 
ests of the community. 


"It is to ensure the vigorous co-op- 


eration of all concerned that the ad- 
miralty have recommended the publi- 
cation of the facts." .

"Early to bed and early to rise, etc,' 
but other advantages are sought in the 
present instance, Hie principal of which 
is economy in lighting. 
Somehow it 


has been customary to have the work- 
ing day nearer to sunset than sunrise 
and people get home after dark in tin; 
evening wh. would dislike very much 
to get up before daylight in the morn- 
ing. 


But there is a charm in getting up 


In time to see the sunrise, while the 
dew ii yet upon the grass and when 
the birds hail the coming day in eestacy 
of song. 
The change is to be made on Easier 


Sunday, the last day of this month. 
On the previous night the clocks are to 
be set one hour ahead and this dif- 
ference in time will be observed by 
railroads and all other lines of busi- 
ne=s. 
This arrangement will continue 


until the last Saturday of October when 
the process will be reversed and sun 
time will again be in force. 
There 


•will be some difficulties for those who 
work at night on March 30th. 
They 


will lose an hour in the length of their 
day; but as all night workers will be 
alike in this respect, there will be no 
ground for complaint. 


The daylight saving will avail noth- 


ing for the "night owls" who sleep 
during the day or those who have the 
habit of sitting up late at night. Tha 
aim of this law is not only to save 
daylight but to inculcate also the cus- 
tom of retiring early in order to he 
ready to get up according to the new 
time schedule without any discomfon 
or without the clanging of an alarm 
clock. 


BAKER'S VINDICATION

made yesterday In the house of com- 
mons by Sir Eric Campbell Geddes, the 
first lord, of the admiralty. 


He said the amount oC tonnage sunk 


n the last 12 months was 6,000,000, in- 
stead of thh 9,500,000 claimed by 
the 


Grermans, and that during the last 
quarter of 1917 the allies were aver- 
aging- within 100,000 monthly of znak- 
ng good these losses by submarines 
nd mines. 
Premier Lloyd Georg-e, speaking lat- 
r, said there was every hope that sooli 
bis deficiency would be made trood, and 
ftcr that tho margin over submarine 
osses would steadily increase. 


ew Light on Shipping 
Sir Eric announced that figures on 
in shipping output and tonnage lossea 
f Great Britain would bo published 
egularly hereafter. 
Xho total allied and neutral tonnage 
aa now 42,000,000, he continued, largc- 


due to new construction by tin 


nlted States and tho seizure of Ger- 


man ships. 


The output of new tonage, ho con- 


tinued, 
waa very 
low in 
1U15 and 


reached its lowest point in 1016. This 
decline had been coincident with the 
increased output of munitions. Before 
the in tens! tied submarine war began 


Great Britain was 1,300,000 tons to the 
bad. 


Sir Eric also announced the appoint- 


ment of Great Britain's foremost build- 
er, Lord Pirrie, as controller-general of 
merchant shipping. 


Lord Pirrie will not be a member of 


tho board of the admiralty, btft ho will 
have direct access to the premier and 
the war cabinet. His appointment, it 
is indicated, will bo received with the 
greatest satisfaction. 


During the last quarter of 1017, said 


Sir ISric, the allies were replacing- 75 


r cent, of their lost tonnage. 
At the present time, he continued, 


47 shipyards, with aoo bcrtliH, wero en- 
gaged on ocean-going- mercluint ves- 
sels.

1 profoundly sym- 
pathize with the difficulty of her posi- 
tion under the menace of a military 
power, which has in every way demon- 
strated its disdain of neutral rights. 
But since coercion does iu fact exist, 
no alternative is left to us but to ac- 
complish, through the exercise of our 
indisputable right as a sovereign, that 
which is so reasonable that, in other 
lircumstarices, we could be confident of 
accomplishing: it by agreement. 


"Steps are accordingly being taken 


to put into our service Dutch shipping 
lying within our 
territorial jurisdic- 


tion. This action on our part and the 
similar action which is being taken 
by governments . associated with us 
leaves to Holland ample tonnage for 
her domestic aJid colonial needs. 
We 


have -informed the Dutch government 
that her colonial trade will be facili- 
tated and that she may at once send 
ships from Holland to.secure the bread 
cereals which her people require. 


Niew Amsterdam Released 


"These ships will be freely bunkere.d 


and will be immune from detention on 
our part. The liner Niew Amsterdam, 
which came 
within 
our jurisdiction 


under an agreement for her 
return, 


will, of course, be permitted at once to 
return to Holland. Not only so, but she, 
will he authorized to carry back with 
her the 
two. cargoes 
of 
foodstuffs 


which Holland would have secured un- 
der the temporary 
chartering agree- 


ment had not Germany prevented. 


"Ample compensation will be paid to 


the, Dutch owno.rs of the ships which 
will be put into our service, and suit- 
able provision will be made to meet 
the possibility 
of ships 
being 
lost 


through enemy action. 


"It is our earnest 
desire 
to safe- 


guard to the fullest extent the inter- 
ests of Holland and of her nationals. 
By exercising in this crisis our admit- 
ted right to control all property with- 
in our territory, we do no wrong to 
Holland. 
The manner in which we 


proposed to exercise this .rl^ht 
and 


our proposals made to Holland con- 
currently therewith cannot, 1 believe. 
fail to evidence to Holland the sin- 
cerity of our friendship toward her.

Attorney Frank E. Dunbar and En- 
gineer Kaltord, representing the Lo"«s

erty which the commission may seize.

enforcing the daylight saving law is t< 
teach the country 
tho advantage of 


early rising. 
The old adage has li 


"Early to bed and early to rise, etc,' 
but other advantages are sought in the 
present instance, the principal of which 
is economy in lighting. 
Somehow It 


has been customary to have the work- 
Ing day nearer to sunset than sunrise 
and people get home after dark in the 
evening who would dislike very much 
to get up before daylight in the morn- 
Ing. 


But there is a. charm in getting up 


in time to see the sunrise, while the 
dew is yet upon the grass and when 
the birds hail the coming day in ecstacy 
of song. 


The change is to be made on Easter 


Sunday, the last day of this month. 
On the previous night the clocks are to 
be set one hour ahead and this dif- 
rerence In' time will be observed by 
railroads and all other lines of busi- 
ness. 
This arrangement will continue 


until the last Saturday of October when 
the process will oe reversed and sun 
time will again be In force. 
There 


•will be some difficulties for those who 
work at night on March 30th. 
They 


will lose an hour in the length of their 
day; but as all night workers will be 
alike in this respect, there will be no 
ground for complaint. 


The daylight savins will avail noth- 


ing for the "night owls" who sleep 
during the day or those who have the 
habit' of sitting up late at night. The 
aim of this law is not only to save 
daylight but to inculcate also the cus- 
tom of retiring early in order to be 
ready to get up according to the new 
time schedule without any discomfort 
or without the clanging of an alarm 
clock. 


BAKER'S VINDICATION 


Secretary Baker's 
statement that 


the war department will have 500,000 
American troops in (France early in 
this year is being verified as a result 
of improvement in the facilities of 
docking and other arrangements made 
by Col. GoethaJs. It is announced that 
ab a result of'these improvements each 
ship does nearly twice the work done 
previously.

there will be no difficulty in transport- 
ing 1,500,000 troops to Europe before 
January next and after that the num- 
ber sent will depend upon the neces- 
sity.

LONDON, Marcli 21.—The moat com- 


prehensive statement, yet made regard- 
ing: Great Britain's shipping output 
and the lossea due to U-boats wag that 
made yesterday in the house of com- 
mons by Sir Eric Campbell Geddea, the 
first lord of the admiralty. 


He said tho amount of tonnage sunk, 


in the last 12 months was 6,000,000, in- 
stead uf the 9,500,000 claimed by the 
Germans, and that during the last 
quarter of 1917 the allies were aver- 
aging within 100,000 monthly of mak- 
ing good these losses by submarines 
and mines. 


Premier Lloyd George, speaking lat- 


er, said there was evory hope that soon 
this deficiency would be made good, and 
aft^r that tho margin over submarine 
losses would steadily increase. 


Xcw Light on Shipping 


Sir .Eric announced that figures 7on 


the shipping output and tonnage losses 
f Great Britain would bo published 
regularly hereafter.

His figures on the world's tonnage

LOWai MEN OPPOSE 


WATERWAY!) BILL

STATK HOUSE. Boston, March 31.— 


Attorney Frank E. Dunbar and En- 
gineer Safford, representing the Locks 
& Canals company, appeared before tho 
legislative committee on administra- 
tion and commissions yesterday 
and 


registered strenuous opposition to the 
bill presented by the commission on 
waterways and public lands, which pro- 
vides in effect that the commission may 
seize any water power In the common- 
wealth which, in their opinion, is not 
being utilized to its fullest possibil- 
ties. 


They told tho committee that they 


were opposed to the legislation 
for 


several reasons, among 
them 
being1 


that it is unconstitutional; that it 
places too much power in the hands, 
of three men, without review by the 
courts;; that its scope is far too broad 
und its provisions too drastic; and fi- 
nally, that it contains no provision for 
compensating the owners of any prop- 
erty which the commission may seize. 


Mr. 'Safford stated that the bill is
